THE PROPOSED BISECTION OF 
VICTORIA HARBOR. 



Wo make room for a very long letter 
from Mv. E. M. .Jounson, who, it 
.would appear, is entitled to the ques- 
tionable honor of having set on foot a 
-plan to erect a bridge across the harbor 
at the foot of Johnnon street. AVe 
thus aflbrd the few friends of the 
Rcheme every oj)portunity of ventilat- 
ing their views and of showing (if they 
can) the advantages wliich thoy expect 
will result from the proposed erection. 
After a perusal of tlie coinmuiiicatiou 
we find ourselves in the iiositiou of the 
spouse of a celebrated Hootch mathema- 
tician. He had succeeded, after the 
labor of months, in solving the knottiest 
of problems, when his wife exclaimed, 
"Weel, now that you've gruppit the 
kittle thing, what's tiie worth o't in 
punds Scots]'' It will be ob.sorved 
that our correspondent deals with the 
the question from a hypothetical posi- 
tion. Ho is a ])ropbet and ^alks of 
lines of wharves and warehouses nil 
along the shores of the harbor; with 
air of a seer ho rubs his bands over the 
prospective throwing open of the In- 
dian Reserve and the "iOO lots" in 
Victoria Woat to speculation; he llings a 
sop to catch the support of working- 
men to his scheme, and draws a rose- 
colored picture of the entrancing beau- 
ty of sundry air-castles which he rears 
in the new city tluit is to spring up on 
the Indian re.sorve and the aforesaid 
•'400 lots" in Victoria West. He frank- 
ly confesses that he does "not own one 
single square foot of land more or less 
in the Province," but holds out as a 
cogent inducement for the adoption of 
his sciiemo the fact that lie "contem- 
plates under certain circumstances liv- 
ing there (Victoria West) himself!" 
This is a consideration tiiat must not 
bo lost sight of by the opponents of ths 
bridge arid may induce some who con 
templated signing the memorial against 
it to refrain. It is reassuring to be 
told by Mr. JoiIN.iON" that tlie .solicitude 
of the public for tin; financial security 
of the projectors of the enterprise is 
thrown away, as the "parties concerned 
are long-headed enough to take care of 
themselves." It is also satisfactory to 
know that "it is folly to expect people 
to walk a mile and a half round to each 
point, because four or fivo persons fan- 
cy a supposed injury will result frnin 
the construction of the means of direct 
communication." ■ Although he does 
not say so in as many words our cor 
respondent would doubtless regard it as 
an evidence of "folly" on the part of 
anyone to object to the throwing of a 
third bridge across the liarbor— say 
from Songhees Point to Laurel Point, 
l)ecauso when the "400 lots" in Vic- 
toria West and the lots of the Indian 
Reserve shall have become occupied, a 
person wishiiig to reach Jame.s Bay 
would have to walk "a mile and a 
half round to reach a point 150 yards 
or BO distant in a dirccc line." (Jf 
course it would bo equally foolish to 
consider for a moment the vested rights 
of the "four or live persons" referred to 
by Mr. J. as objecting to his scheme;

poses. We have devoted n good deal

Forourpart, 
w hilo agreeing to give all sides a fair 
hearing, we are inflexibly opposed to 
a contraction of harbor room by the 
erection of the proposal bridge.

NEW CONSTITUTION OF 
CALIFORNIA. 



The extracts we make from this 
famous document reeently adopted will 
interest readers : 

Article 1 declares that the State of 
California is an inseparable part of the 
American Union, and the Constitution 
of the United States tho supreme law 
of tlie land. Sec. 4 declares "that the 
free exercise of enjoyment of religious 
profession and worship without dis- 
tinction or proferenco shall for ever be 
guaranteed in tho State. Sec. 7 secures 
the right of trial by jury to cll meii. 
Sec. 9 secures the liberty of the press 
and declares that truth is not a libel. 
Sec. 15 provides that no person shall 
he imprisoned for debt, except in cases 
of frauil, or in cases of wilful injury to 
person or pro])erty. 

Article '1 provides that no native of 
China, no idiot, no insane person, or 
person convicted of any infamous 
crime, and no person herfaftfr cotivirled 
oj llio fiiiliezile/iiPiit or misuptiroprnit 'tun 
of public '/(iO/K*,;/ shall ever exercise the 
])rivileges of an elector, 

Article \ — Members of the Assembly 
to be elected in 1879, another election 
to take place in Nov., 1880, and thetice- 
forth biennially, 

This article provides for the main- 
tenance of orphans and indigenr, aged 
persons, and that the state shall pro- 
vide homes for them in every county. 
It declares lotteries illegal and con- 
tracts for thesalft of the capital stock 
of any corporation void, and any ])er- 
son who attempts to infivumc' the vote 
of an Asscmlilyujau shall be deenu'd 
guilty of felony. 

Article 5 refers to the duties of the 
(jovernor. 

Article 6 confers an increase of 
power on the Chief Justice, who is to 
bo elected with four associate Judges. 
Two of these go out at the end of four 
years and two at tho end of eight 
vears; the other two and the Chief 
Justice to continue in olKce until the 
end c-f twelve years. 

Article 7 orders that the Governor 
or Legislature shall not have power to 
grant jiardon to a criminal who has 
been twice convicted of felony. 

Article 8 contains regulations for the 
militia. 

Article 9 provides for the education 
of the people, but ; ]|li|li'..<i]ui Normal 
Schools must be manitained by those 
who want them. 

Article 10 refers to the State insti- 
tutions and public buildings and de- 
clares that the labor of convicts shall 
not be hired out, but used for the Viene- 
fit of the State. 

Article 1 1 is intended to regulate 
the boundaries of cities, counties and

A sad mistakeHvasTnade in selecting the 
site. The building should have been 
phiccd on the table-land instead of on the 
side of .the hill where it serves as a dam 
topppOKO the progress of the water, w hich 
in the rainy season perculatcs the gravel 
ly soil in volume.. The consenuenco iu 
the walls plfhb^'foiindivtibii utd in the 
several apartments in the basement, in- 
cluding a range of colls, are so saturated 
-with moisture that tho plaster has become 
dead and must bo replaced.

HiW<|,.likewiso, a» engine or furnace 
room is likely to be a iiseless appendage 
for some time to come, as there are no 
appliances leading from it for heating.

I will lir.st take the benefits to accrue 
to the city from the construction of the 
bridge. Vietorin, ea.st and west, are 
now divided by the arm of Victoria 
harbor, it cannot be denied that the 
uiioccii[ileil city .site on the west side of 
the Arm is ruiite as eligible for bu.si- 
iiess anil residenci' purposes lus the oc- 
cupied part of tho city. There ;ue 
about -100 lots already laid out adjoin- 
ing the Indian reservation, and want of 
coiiiiiiuniciitioii i.s tlir only cau.se of 
their liuving reiuiiined idle for so many 
vears. ^^lll' oniiijiletion of the bridge 
will bring these lots into iinuipdiato 
use. 

The establishmeiit of direct comrau- 
uicationf\vitli: the present city will be 
onii raorie step towards the abolition of 
tlie hlot, wliich has been passively al- 
lowed to exist for so niany year.s. I 
refer to the Indian slmntieswitliall their 
aeeiiiripnii viiiL^ filth and squalor, wiiicli 
strike a stranger or vi.sitor to Victoria 
with disgust. In fact a service wouUl 
be done to tho few surviving riidians 
of the tribe interested in tho reserva- 
tion, if tliey were removed from the 
temptiiti(ni.s to drunkenness and vice 
wiiicli now surround them. It can be 
but a very few years now as these Jn- 
dian.-i die? out, for the reserve to hecomr 
available fpr 'i^le and use for the pur- 
pose of trade and commerce. 

The gt'oivtU of the city and Province 
in the natural course of events will re- 
([uire a greater area for busines.s and 
Imsiiiess pur[)0.ses than the shore line of 
the present harbor afl'ords. It is folly 
to assert that the harbor is coinjirised 
in tho little basin which commences' at 
Johnson' street and rUns to Rock Bay. 
Victoria liarbnr jiroper commences at 
the lightiiouse, ami tho bridge will 
make the whole shore line from the 
liglitlio:iso to ITospitul Point available 
for wharves and warehouses. In the 
event of railway construction which 
must come some time (and the promot- 
ers of the bridge are contented to take 
chancea oni^tHe'consumtnation), I am 
not exaggerating^ when I predict that 
every foot'ofthe sliore line around

The occupation and settlement of the 
land on the west side of tho harbor will 
certainly afford .increased revenue to 
the city. The amount it is of course 
impossible to estimate, as it is equally 
impossible to jiredict the limits of the 
improvement.

The route to Esqiiimalt will be short- 
ened by a mile at' least.

I have 
siKiken to Captain Walker a gentleman 
of large and acknowledge practical 
ex])erience in these matters, and he sees 
no objection of any hind to the bridge. 
1 have spoken to Jlr. i?rotlerick anoth- 
er of our eiti/.ens, who will allow no 
project for the public good to lag for 
want of energy, and whoso knowledge 
on these matters is known from Pana- 
ma to Alaska.

The ultimate benefit to the public 
is, that after a few years tho bridge, 
which will be a' permanent structure, 
becomes publio property and the toll 
can then be abolished or devoted to 
iiiuniuipal ])urposes if our civic dig- 
nitaries see lit to apply for any renewal 
of the charter. 

Tliere are many other things wdiich I 
might say but which really don't eH'cct 
the question at present. Tn regard to 
Government aid none has been asked 
nor is any expected; with regard to the 
job of the removal of the old bridge in- 
stead of adaptating iltothethen wautsof 
tho times, and tho consequent injury 
to vested property rights which then exist- 
ed, 1 shall have nothing to say. Compari- 
sons are odiou.s. So I will institute 
none between this city and other 
younger British colonies but I will 
I finish by saying thati shall be most happy 
I to aftbrd all information to any one on 
j the subject of the proposed bridge; I 
shall, if anything occurs to me, be ob- 
liged if you will allow me to publish it 
hereafter; and that no taunt or insinua- 
tion shall draw me into a "discussion" 
on this matter, as such discussions al- 
ways do more harm than good.
